And  in  your  next  Edition  I  allow  you  to  infert  this  as  another  Inftance 
of  the  Knavery  of  thofe  I  have  to  deal  with. 

But  what  means  my  Friend  in  concealing  his  Name?  Forbid  that  I

But  I  am 
concerned  for  the  Reputation  of  my  Friend,  when  I  find  h  m  making  Per- 
fonal  Refk&ions  on  the  Morals  of  Men  that  are  dead,  as  well  as  thofe 
that  are  alive  ,  for  this  (hews  he  will  have  no  Mercy  on  us,  either 
Quick  or  Dead.  Should  I  engage  you  my  Friend  in  the  fame  Ground 
that  you  do  W.  C.  that  is  dead,  I  could  name  as  many  of  your  Mini- 
fters,  and  put  C.’s  and  N.’s  to  them  too,  who  are  yet  alive,  that  la¬ 
bour  under  the  fame  Guilt,  and  never  expiated  it,  either  by  Penance 
or  Commutation.  And  if  you  know  not  better  how  to  bridle  your 
Pen,  by  the  next  you  mud  expedt  more  Gall  in  our  Ink  ;  for  I  (hall 
fay  as  my  Fr.

Had  I  a  mind  to  rake  into  the  Allies  of  fome  that  are  Dead,  I  could 
raife  fuch  a  Stench  upon  their  Names,  as  Mr.  O.  H.  with  all  the  Odours 
that  he  doth  perfume  them,  would  not  be  able  to  make  fweet.  But  I 

retain  the  Rule  De  Mortuis- - and  fhall  forbear  unlefs  I  be  thereunto 

provoked.  Bat  enough  of  this. 

I  know  not  Friend  whether  you  expedt  an  Anfwer  to  your  Letter, 
which  alTuming  to  your  felf  the  appearance  of  Authority ,  you  were 
pleas’d  to  make  Patent  :  But  that  I  may  not  be  thought  fyide  in  not 
taking  notice  of  fuch  a  Friend  as  you  are,  I  am  oblig’d  to  a  Reply ; 
and  I  hope  you  will  not  grudge  to  pay  the  Bearer,  nor  thinly  the  Time 
or  Mony  ill  {pent,  p.  22.  that  is  employ’d  in  perufing  the  Anfwer  to 
your  own  Civilities  ;  and  when  that’s  done,  you  may  light  Tobacco ,  or 
wrap  Grocery  with  it;  or  if  thofe  be  too  great  a  Favour,  you  may  if 
you  pleafe  {lore your  necejftary  Houfe  with  it,  p.  j.  and  I  will  not  charge 
you  for  it  either  with  Ignorance  or  Knavery,  or  Popery  or  Superftition; 
tho*  if  I  fhould,  I  might  ealily  make  as  good  Proof  of  it,  as  you  have 
done  of  the  fame  Charge  from  me  on  your  DilTenting  Brethren  ;  for 
my  Friend  either  could  not  find  one  place  in  all  my  Book  to  fix  the 
Charge  on,  or  elfe  he  found  it  fo  fully  proved,  that  he  faw  it  neceffary 
ro  connive  at  it. 

For  did  I  fay,  That  the  DilTenting  Minifters  in  the  Surey  Bufinefs, 
were  Tools  of  Popery?  And  doth  my  Friend  deny  it  ?  No  !  you  would 
think  he  were  PolTeft  with  fy’ch.’ s  dumb  Devil,  fo  mute  is  the  Gentle¬ 
man.  But  I  call’d  them  perhaps  Conftant  Tools  ;  and  pretty  conftant  I 
think  they  were,  when  they  had  ferved  the  Priefts  near  a  whole  Year, 
unlefs  my  Friend  would  have  had  them  bound  Apprentices  for  feven 
Years  unto  the  Trade.  But  the  word  Conftant  refle&s  on  the  whole 
Party  perhaps,  as  you  imagine.  If  you  will  have  it  fo,  (for  I  will  not 

dif. 
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difpute  it)  pray  tell  me  whofe  Tools  they  were,  when  they  cut  o fh 
the  Royal  Martyrs  Head  ?  If  you  want  Information,  Phiianax  Ange¬ 
lica  will  tell  you.  Whofe  Tools  were, and  are  they, in  applauding  Con¬ 
ceived  Extemporary  Flights  of  Divine  Worlhip,  in  oppolition  to  that 
Form  of  found  Words  which  is  coeval  to  our  happy  Reformation  ?  If 
you  have  heard  of  Foxes  and  Firebrands ,  you  may  thence  be  fully  in¬ 
truded  ;  or  if  you  defire  fome  frefher  Inftances  (for  all  the  Danger  B. 
Pr.  pretends  them  then  in )  you  need  but  perufe  their  AddrefTes  and 
Speeches  to  the  late  King  James  (of  which  Mr.  Jolly  had  the  Honour 
to  make  one)  and  you  will  fully  underhand,  whofe  Creatures  then  they 
were ;  and  fo  fully  were  they  poffeft  with  a  Zeal  for  his  Service,  that 
ir  is  not  forgot  how  negligently  they  left  their  Congregations  and  the 
Service  that  on  the  Lord’s  day  was  due  unto  the  King  of  Heaven,  that 
they  might  gad  to  Chefter  when  King  James  came  there,  to  complement 
a  Popifh  King.  ^ 

This  was  all  that  upon  this  Head  of  Popery  I  charg’d  them  with ; 
yet  my  Friend  hath  the  Impertinence  to  ask ,  FI7!) at  Errors  in  Doftrin 
looking  that  way,  I  find  in  that  Book,  p.  5  ?  And  I  muft  ask  my  Friend, 
What  Errors  inPopifh  Dodrin  I  there  charge  them  with  ?  If  my  Friend 
proceed  thus,  I  verily  fear  he  will  fall  under  his  Colleague’s  R.  B.  Pr. 
Crimination  of  bearing  Falfe  Witnefs. 

But  he  goes  on  to  ask,  p.  6.  What  thofe  Men  have  done  that  tends  to t 
Popery  ?  &c.  He  may  remember  I  have  told  him  before,  It  was  not 
only  a  Mi  fake,  p.  6.  ( for  if  that  had  been  all ,  he  thinks  it  convenient 
that  my  Dottor  fhould  have  cut  them  for  the  Simples ,  p.  7.  and  I  think 
the  Advice  is  good.  My  Dodor  is  charitable ,  and  I  doubt  not  but 
upon  another  Letter  from  my  Friend  I  may  prevail  with  him  to  under¬ 
take  the  Operation)  but  it  was  the  faithful  Service  which  they  did  the 
Papifts,  and  that  rich  Harveft,  which  had  the  Times  favoured  them, 
the  Minifters  had  moft  certainly  obtained  for  them. 

He  next  comes  to  ask.  Whether  the  Devil  hath  no  Hand  in  my  Na¬ 
tural,  or  my  Doctors  Preternatural  Diftempers ,  and  what  I  think  of  Job  ? 
p.  7.  For  the  laft  of  thefe,  I  think  Job  was  not  Poffeft  ,  no  more  than 
my  Friend  is.  And  for  the  other,  when  he  alferts.  That  I  deny  that  Na¬ 
tural  or  Preternatural  Diftempers  can  be  attended  with  the  Devil  ;  and 
that  its  a  good  Argument  to  prove  it  no  Poffeffon  ,  becaufe  a  Diftemper , 
ib.  &.  p.  7.  which  he  repeats  over  again  and  again:  I  muft  delire  my 
Friend  to  tell  me  where  he  learnr  this  of  me  ;  for  it  is  the  firft  time  I 
ever  heard  or  thought  of  it.  I  am  fure  there  is  no  fuch  thing  in  my  Book, 
and  my  Whatley  Sermon  that  he  hath  heard  fomething  of,  advanceth  the 
quite  contrary  Opinion.  I  find  I  muft  difeard  him  from  the  number 
of  my  Friends,  he  is  fitter  for  Mr.  C.’s  Acquaintance,  whofe  warm  Brain 
is  very  fruitful  in  framing  fuch  Fabulous  Stories  5  and  his  honeft  Heart , 
in  falfly  charging  innocent  Perfons  with  them.

But  the  Man  ftill  goes  on,  end  would  gladly  know,  What  they  are 
to  be  blam'd  for  ?  I  have  told  him  eft  enough  ,  but  yet  he  enquires 
further,  Is  it  fry  Faffing  and  Prayer  ?  p.  9.  f-Jis  own  Confcience  told 
him  that  was  not  the  thing  ;  yet  for  ail  that,  he  will  go  on  :  They  did 
believe  He  (  viz.  Ifich.  )  was  poffcfs'd,  p.  9.  And  upon  this  Suppofttion, 
what  could  be  done  otheiwife  ?  Why,  abler  Divines  ought  to  have  been 
ccnfulted  ,  and  more  DTcretion  ufed.  But  what  means  my  Friend, 
when  he  makes  their  Suppoliiion  to  be  the  Ground  of  their  Devotion? 
1  h  s  is  but  odd  Divinity,  and  furely  Mr.  Fra.  never  taught  it  him;  for 
the  Confluence  of  it  is,  that  if  the  Suppolition  be  falfe,  the  Worlhip 
is  Superftition  :  The  Quakers,  with  all  the  other  Spawn  of  Fanaticks, 
the  Papifts  themfelves  not  excepted,  may  juftifie  themfclves  on  this 
Principle,  that  Credulity  and  Suppolition  is  a  fufficient  Ground  of 
Worlhip-  That  my  Friend  (to  omit  all  other  Inftances)may  fee  how  good 
a  Friend  he  is  to  Papifts  by  this  Principle  he  hath  laid  down,  let  me 
ask  him  a  Quefticn  or  two,  Do  not  the  Papifts  pay  Adoration  to  the 
Sacrament  of  the  Altar,  on  the  Belief  and  Suppolition  that  Chrift  is 
perfonaliy  there?  Do  they  not  pray  to  Saintsand  Angels  on  theSuppolition 
that  they  do  hear  them  ?  Tho  my  Friend  exclaims  againft:  me  for  mifre- 
prefen ting  the  Diflenters,  as  inftrumental  to  the  Popilh  Intereft,  if  we  may 
be  allowed  to  infer  from  his  own  Arguments,  he  himfelf  will  be  found 
liable  to  the  fame  Indi&ment ;  for  here  is  a  Polition  laid  down  by  him, 
that  will  juftifie  them,  and  all  the  Frantick  Frey  of  Fanaticks  of  what 
Denomination  foever. 

The  next  Crime  that  he  imputes  to  me,  is  the  charging  them  with 
Superftition,  but  he  produceth  not  fo  much  as  one  place  in  all  my 
Book  to  prove  this  Charge  ;  and  have  not  I  a  very  good  Friend  of 
him  ?  However  Superftition  is  a  long  Word,  and  as  Englifh ,  it  may  po fi¬ 
fthly  pu^fte  a  Country  Fellow ,  p.  10.  Nay  ,  he  knows  not ,  but  its  feme 
ill  Boggard  (may  be  Dicl(s  Blanket)  p.  11.  But  if  a  Scholar  fhould 
fearch  what  is  the  meaning  of  this  Superflition  in  the  Greeks  and  find  it 
to  figni fie  Fearing  of  Demons ,  or  Worfhipping  of  Devils ,  its  known  they 
fvi\.  the  Diftenters)  are  fo  far  from  that ,  that  they  Fafi  and  Pray  to 
difp’offefs  him  of  his  Dominion  over  Men ,  as  here  they  did,  ib.  I  know 
not  here  what  to  do  with  my  Friend,  I  muft  either  rank  him  among 
the  Clafs  of  Ignoramus's ,  or  I  muft  make  him  bJafpheme  Chrift.  If 
the  Greek  word  for  Superftition  lignifie  wholly  as  he  faith, 

A  fearing  of  Demons ,  or  worfhipping  of  Devils ,  Chrift  himfelf  being  cal¬ 
led  Au^cvicv,  A3.  17,  18.  let  him  tell  me,  if  according  to  hisExpofi- 
non  of  it,  the  fearing  Chrift,  may  not  be  expounded  by  Jews  and  Pa¬ 
gans  for  worfhipping  of  Devils.  I  am  alhamed  of  my  Friend,  and 
yet  Civility  obligeth  me  to  anfwer  his  Letter.  And  feme  by  the  help  of 
a  DiPt  ion  ary  (Wilfcns  perhaps,  for  I  fuppofe  my  Friend  a  Common¬ 
place-man)  by  chance  may  find  that  Superftition  is  to  be  wife  above  what 
/.r  written ,  or  righteous  above  what  is  commanded ;  and  this  would  tempt 

an 
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an  impartial  Man  (filch  as  my  Friend  is)  to  cry  cut\  Oh,  what  a  Slander! 
This  is  that  very  thing  they  are  moft  averfe  to ,  Sec.  p.  i  r.  and fo  he  goes 
on,  making  filch  an  Harangue  in  Perfon  of  a  pert  Scotch  Presbyter ,  as 
his  Friend  Mr.  C.  ufed  to  make  to  the  Devil.  The  Sroick  in  Lucian 
at  a  lofs  for  an  Argument  cries  out  &  fo  cries  out  my  Friend, 

O' what  a  Slander  !  But  what  is  the  Slander,  or  where  to  be  me:  with  ? 
Becaufe  he  Will  not  tell,  for  I  fuppofe  he  was  confcious  to  himfelf  of 
foul,  dilboneft  Play,  I  was  forced  to  exarnin  my  Book,  and  I  find 
that1  I  charge  Mr.  C.’s  Frothy  Conferences  (as  he  calls  themj  with  Satany 
With  grofs  Superftition,  p.  74.  And  what  thinks  my  Friend  of  them  ? 
Why,  he  freely  joins  With  me  in  condemning  Mr.  C.’s  Fancies,  and, 
he  doubts,  unwarrantable  Colloquies,  p.  3.  Really  Friend  this  is  an 
Inftarice  of  tlie  Moderation,  Jo.  commends  you  for  p.  32.  And  by  this 
means  you  are  like  to  fet  Things  in  a  wonderful  clear  Light , 
p.  30.  as  you  vainglorioufly  pretend. 

In  another  place  I  call  the  Narrative  of  the  Surey  Demoniack,  The 
Spawn  of  their  conceived  Superftition,  p.  73.  And  what  thinks  my 
Friend  of  it  ?  Why,  from  the  ft- ft  time  he  heard  of  it ,  he  did  really 
believe  it  Would  prove  an  Impofturey  p.  3.  and  that  it  was  always  fufpecled 
by  him  as  a  Cheat ,  p.  22.  Say  you  fo  ?  Out  of  thy  own  Mouth  will  I 
condemn  thee  ;  for  was  it  a  Cheat,  and  did  Mr.  Jolly  and  the  reft  Faft 
and  Pray,  and  confer  among  therrifelves,  and  with  a  pretended  Devil 
about  it,  and  no  Superftition  in  all  this?  Verily,  my  Friend,  you  dare 
not  fpeak  Truth,  left  you  fhould  Ihame  your  Friends,  and  the  Devil* 
On  thefe  two  Accounts  I  charge  them  with. Superftition,  and  I  think 
my  Friend  (tho’  he  is  none  of  the  belt)  will  warrant  me  in  them  both ; 
and  excepting  the  Word  that  is  fometimes  ufed  ,  as  when  I  call  their 
Ftafine fs  in  believing  Dugdale  to  be  Pofteft  ,  a  fuperftitious  Credulity, 
and  the  like,  I  do  not  find  that  I  fay  any  more  of  it.  And  for  con¬ 
ferring  With  the  D6vil,  let  me  ask  him  according  to  his  Dictionaries 
Definkion'  of  Superftition,  Whether  they  were  not  wife  above  what  is 
written ,  and  righteous  above  what  is  commended  ?  I  repeat  the  fame 
Query,  aS  to  their  Falling  and  Praying  about  what  was  an  Impofture, 
as  himfelf  acknowledgeth  ,  and  thence  leave  any  but  my  Ironically 
Impartial  Friend  to  judge,  whether  my  Charge  of  Superftition  againft 
theim  be  unjuft. 

Under  the  fame  Head  my  Friend  doth  rank  Divificns,  p.  10,  n. 
and  in  this  he  is  right,  for  Divifions  are  f^ldom  free  from  Superftition. 
And  how  doth  he  deport  himfelf  here  ?  Why*  he  pretends  not  to  vin¬ 
dicate  them  as  in  other  Cafes  from  the  Guilt  of  it ;  for  it  is  fo  noto¬ 
rious,  Men  fee  it  with  their  Byes  ;  but  he  endeavours  to  juftifie  them 
in  it.  Only  before  he  engages  in  it,  he  muft  remove,  if  poftible,  out 
of  the  way  a  frightful  Word ,  which  a  learned  Man,  no  Diffenter,  calls 
an  Ecclefiaftical  Scare-crow ,  p.  12.  yclep’d  Schifmatid %  That  learned 

Man 


Man  (for  fuch  all  that  have  heard  of  him  will  own  him)  lay  under 
violent  Temptations  when  he  writ  that  Tracft,  and  was  fufpedfed  to 
be ,  what  for  ought  I  know  my  Friend  is  ,  a  Sccinian.  For  what 
makes  the  Man  when  he  had  demanded  of  me,  Whether  the  Diffenters 
held  contrary  to  the  Church  of  England  with  the  Papifts,  p.  5.  begin 
with  the  Ninth  Article  ?  Is  it  not  that  he  may  leave  out  what  con¬ 
cerns  the  Trinity  ?  Art.  1.  The  Eternal  Son  of  God  being  made  Man, 
Art.  2.  &c.  Or  that  he  would  not  difoblige  the  Papifts,  by  taking 
notice  of  their  falfe  Canon  of  the  Scripture,  Art.  6,  If  this  be  fo,  verily 
Friend,!  mull  add  another  frightfulWord  to  that  of  Schifmaticks  and  let  you 
knowthar  you  ar ean  Hsretick.  Burtopafs  that  by,howdothhe  clear  them 
from  the  Guilt  of  Schifm  ?  Why,  he  tells  us,  fome  of  them  think  thus, 
and  fome  are  offended  at  that.  And  what  is  it  to  me  what  they  think  ? 
Should  I  tell  my  Friend  what  I  have  heard  what  Thought  did  ,  I 
fuppofe  he  would  be  offended  too  ;  but  more  of  this  upon  the  Head  of 
Ignorance,  where  I  (hall  make  a  little  more  bold  with  my  Friend.  Let 
us  now  lee  what  my  Charge  againft  them  was.  And  p.  4.  I  had  acci¬ 
dentally  occafion  to  fpeak  of  Corah ,  Dathan  and  Ahiram,  and  I  chanc’d 
to  call  them  Schifmaticks,  becaufed  they  caufed  a  Schifm  ,  or  if  the 
Word  fright  my  Friend  (for  ,  tho’ he  hath  learn’d  to  give  bad  Words,  I 
perceive  he  loves  not  hard  ones)  made  a  Divifion  in  the  Jewilh  Church, 
and  that  was  all ;  I  did  not  then  tell  him  what  I  do  now,  That  God 
caufed  the  Earth  to  open  her  Mouth  and  fwallow  them  up  alive,  that 
had  opened  their  Mouths  againft  their  lawful  Church-Governours.  A 
--Judgment  fo  dreadful,  one  would  think  no  Diffenter  Ihould  ever  for¬ 
get  in  For  did  not  thefe  Men  fubferibe  all  the  Articles  of  the  Jewilh 
Faith  ?  Not  fo  much  as  one  excepted.  Did  they  not  conform  to  all  the 
Ceremonies  of  Mofes  Law  ?  Yet  in  that  they  did  not  fubmit  to  their 
lawful  Church-Governours,  God  thought  fit  to  make  them  an  Example 
to  all  Ages  of  the  Sin,  and  Deferts  of  thofe  that  will  not  fubmit  to 
their  lawful  Church-Governours.  But  let  us  go  on,  and  it  feems,  p.  20. 
I  call  their  Conventicles  Schifmatical  and  p.  69.  their  Divifion  Vn- 
chrifian.  For  thefe  five  Words,  here  is  an  Outcry  made  againft  me , 
as  if  I  meant  with  my  Docftor  to  knock  out  the  Diffenter s  Brains ,  p.  7.* 
which,  if  they  have  no  more  than  my  Friend,  are  not  very  many,  and 
therefore  ought  to.be  fpared.  But  hark  you  my  Friend,  are  not  Divi- 
fions  Unchriftian?  I  find  one  of  our  Lords  laft  Prayers  was,  That  we  may 
he  all  one ,  Jo.  17.  21,  22,  23.  Or  do  not  your  Conventicles  make  a 
Divifion,  and  fo  are  Schifmatical  ?  for  I  have  before  told  you  thefe 
.are  both  one.  You  that  herein  undertake  to  vindicate  the  Diffenters 
will  in  your  next,  I  fuppofe,  vindicate  Corah ,  Dathan  and  Ahiram 
againft  the  Lancafhire  Levite ,  that  hath  made  them  Schifmaticks  ;  and 
till  that  time  I  difmifs  this  Head. 
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'Wc  now  may  pafs  to  the  fearful  Story  of  one  Darrel  a  Devil- monger , 
that  purged  out  ft even  Devils  at  a  time ,  cut  of  feven  Women,  See.  And 
this  Man  you  fay  you  will  not  vindicate ,  p.  1 5.  But  the  Reafon  I  fup- 
pofe  is,  becaufe  you  cannot-  for  notwithftand'ing  your  Word,  you  fir  It 
clofe  upon  it ;  and  you  obferve, 

1 .  That  the  Relator  of  this  Story  is  accufed  by  the  Learned  Bilhop 
Vfhcr ,  as  a  partial  and  fabulous  Hiftorian  :  My  Friend  fliou Id  have 
told  us  where.  But  he  goes  on  to  pafs  his  own  Judgment  upon  him, 
and  cenfures  that  Book  of  Dr.  Beylins  for  a  Farce  of  Diabolical  Sto¬ 
ries,  and  malignant  malicious  peflettiens  upon  all  Parties  ,  p.  15.  1 

have  read  of  a  fort  of  Men  that  fay,  Our  ljps  are  cur  own  ,  who  is 
Lord  over  us  ?  And  fuch  an  one  I  fuppofe  my  Friend  is.  For  (ince*T 
writ  the  Surey  Impoftor,  I  have  feen  Dr.  BarneJF s  Book  againft  Darrel ; 
and  if  Dr.  Beylin  hath  been  as  fincere  in  his  other  Colle&ions,  as  he 
was  in  this,  a  more  faithful  Hiftorian,  that  was  not  Infpired,  did  never 
fet  Pen  to  Paper.  The  only  thing  that  feems  in  any  thing  the  lead:  to 
diferedit  it,  is  the  Opinion  of  Bilhop  Ball ;  to  which  I  reply,  That 
that  Great  Man  was  but  a  Youth  when  Darrel  plaid  thefe  Tricks,  for 
the  Bilhop  was  born  Anno  1574.  and  Darrel  pradifeth  with  Katharin 
Wright ,  1586.  when  the  Bilhop  was  but  12  Years  old,  and  from  her 
proceeds  to  the  red.  And  the  Bilhop  being  born  at  Afhly  de  la  Zfuch, 
his  Friends  polfibly  might  be  fome  of  Darrel's  Admirers,  and  fo  in- 
fufe  fuch  an  Opinion  of  Darrel  into  him  in  his  Youth,  as  afterwards 
he  was  not  able  to  remove. 

Befides,  it  doth  not  appear  that  the  Bilhop  ever  perus’d  Dr.  Barneft's 
Book,  and  fo  might  retain  his  Prejudices  imbibed  from  his  Neigh¬ 
bours  ;  tor  the  fcarcenefs  of  the  Book  could  make  one  guels ,  that  it 
underwent  the  fame  Fate  with  that  of  his  Friends  Surey  Impoftor  is 
faid  to  meet  with,  to  be  bought  up  by  the  Party ,  and  burnt.  Be  the 
Opinion  of  that  lingle  Bilhop  what  it  will,  I  think  I  have  the  Judg¬ 
ment  of  a  whole  Convocation  to  oppofe  unto  it,  and  that  in  the  Canon 
where  my  Friend^finds  the  Popilh  Word  Obfeffion ,  whence  he  thinks  it 
probable  the  Dilfenters  had  the  Word,  and  not  from  the  Papids.  And 
probable  enough  it  may  be  fo  ;  for  the  Dilfenters  finding  the  pretence 
there  Cenfured,  out  of  that  Spirit  of  Contradiction  to  the  Church  of 
England ,  which  they  moftly  adfc  by  ,  may  be  fuppofed  not  only  to 
make  ufe  of  the  Word,  but  the  Impofture  alfo ,  which  is  there  con¬ 
demned.  But  let  us  infpedf  the  Canon,  Can.  72.  which  prohibits  all 
Minifters  without  Licence  obtained.  To  attempt ,  upon  any  pretence 
what  ft  ever,  either  of  Pojfeffion  or  Obfeffion,  by  Fafting  and  Prayer  ,  to 
caft  out  any  Devil  or  Devils  ,  under  Pain  of  the  Imputation  of  Impo¬ 
fture  or  Coftnage ,  and  Depofttion  from  the  Miniftry. 

Now  would  my  Friend  know  the  Reafon  which  that  Convocation 
had  for  making  this  Canon  :  I  muft  remind  him,  that  the  Noife  which

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r> trrel  made  with- calling  out  Devils,  and  -the  Impoflure  of  it  was 
Sen  S  in^very  Bodies  Mind.  Dr.  mrn.fi' s  Book  which  «»- 
win’d  he  Difcovery  of  it ,  was  printed  but  three  or  four  Years  be- 
fore  i  99-  and  this  Convocation  begins  to  fit  1603.  and  they 

iudo’ed  it'neceffary  for  the  future  Prevention  of  fuch  Impoilure  and 
Cofenage  to  make  a  Canon  that  m'ght  difcountenance  and  fupprefs 
(Ch  Hypocritical  Pretences.  What  fay  you  to  this  my  Friend  ? 
Wh-re  isPthe  Dirt  that  I  cafi  in  the  Face  of  my  Mother  .  p.  5-  Could 
the  Convocation  condemn  fuch  a  Fanatical  piece  of  Popery  as  this  is 
without  naming  and  advifing  us  of  the  thing  ?  My  Friend  is  a  Man  of 
T  thoufand,  that  can  find  out  Ways  and  Means  to  condemn  Things, 
and  never  name  them.  But  what  do  you  mean  by  this  Flounlh  after 
vour  R-'buke  3  have  I  feen  an  hone  ft  Matron  been  wftakfn  for  a 
X trumpct  p.  5.  I  am  forty  to  hear  that  my  Friend  keeps  fuch  bad 
Company, ?  that  honelt  Matrons  cannot  pals  along  the  Streets  but  he 
or  his  Comrades  are  for  picking  them  up  for  Strumpets.  This  is  as 
fad  a  Story  (only  I  have  the  Charity  to  believe  you  abufe  your  felf  in 
it  ,  as  any  vou  tell  of  IV.  C.  to  whom  I  next  proceed.  And  as  for  this 
Perfon  though  you  would  make  the  World  believe  that  I  was  very 
intimate  to  the  Intrigue  (if  any  there  was)  fo  Impartial  is  the  Hand 
you  held  your  Pen  in  ,  I  do  declare  that  I  never  faw  thatPerfons 
Face  in  all  my  Life  that  I  know  of.  And  for  his  being  fetled  at  the 
Place  you  hint,  I  was  no  way  concerned  m  it,  nor  knew  of  it  till  after- 
wird*  And  now  I  wonder  what  Innuendo  s  thefe  are.  for  Jcfferians , 
p.'  J  fall  infinitely  Ihort  of  them.  But  I  fmell  your  Defign  :  You 
have  heard  perhaps  how  Joab  treated  Amafa ,  fuch  a  piece  of  Kindnels 
vou  feem  to  intend  for  that  pious  and  good  Man  fas  you  truly  enough, 
I  with  it  be  as  fincerely)  call  him  ;  who,  I  am  apt  to  believe,  might 
want  your  good  Word,  as  well  as  his  Curate,  if  you  did  not  think  that 
by  the  Help  of  fuch  precious  Balms,  you  might  be  admitted  to  break 
his  Head.  The  Truth  of  the  Matter  is  thus  , 

Th*  Bifhop  of  Chefter  never  collated  Mr.  C.  to  M.  the  Place  my 
Friend  hints  at  ;  nor  could  never  be  prevailed  with  .{though  follicited 
thereto  again  and  again)  to  grant  him  a  Licence  to  ferve  that,  or  any 
other  Cure:  That  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Parifli  who  are  generally 
enclined  to  the  Presbyterian  waj  of  Worflnpj  by  the  Mediation  of  the 
chief  Man  among  them,  molt  earneftly  petitioned  the  Bilhop  for  him, 
and  would  not  be  fatisfied  with  any  other  Perfon,  that  could  be  pro- 
pofed  to  them.  After  feveral  Denials,  being  at  length  tired  with  the 
Importunity  of  the  People,  the  Bilhop  fuffered  the  faid  M'  C.  to  go  to 
them  •  but  withal  allur'd  the  Perfon  who  folicited  for  him.  That  if 
he  ever  found  him  guilty  of  any  evil  Practice,  he  would  proceed  to 
the  mmoft  Severity  againft  him.  So  he  removed  to  the  faid  Parifli, 

and  for  the  whole  time  of  his  Continuance  there,  (which  was  near 

two 
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two  Years)  behaved  h'mfclf  fo  unblamably,  that  his  greateft  Adver¬ 
saries  cannot  charge  him  with  any  thing  unbecoming  his  Sacred 
Fun&ion. 

As  to  the  Renegado  Scotchman,  the  Bifhcp  was  informed,  That  he 
had  once  been  guilty  of  Fornication  (a  very  fcandalous  Crime) ;  but 
was  withal  certified,  That  he  foon  after  married  the  Woman  ;  and  by 
his  fober,  chafte  and  pious  Life,  for  the  fpace  (I  think)  of  lour  Years 
fince,  he  had  given  undoubted  Proof  of  the  Sincerity  of  his  Repent- 
tance.  The  Bifhop  thereupon  ,  after  a  fevere  Examination  of  him, 
as  to  his  Morals,  as  well  as  his  Learning,  at  the  earned  Rcquelt  ot 
the  People,  efpecially  of  the  Presbyterian  Party ,  adimtted  him  to  the 

Order  of  Deacon.  .  n,  ,,  ,  ....  > 

As  for  the  other  Scotchman  that  is  in  Pickje,  m  Pickie  he  is  like  to 

be,  if  my  Friend  or  any  Body  elfe  can  prove  what  he  pretends ;  for 
I  fuppofe  he  cannot  but  know,  what  a  fevere  Procefs  the  Bilhop  ham 
u fed  on  that  Account :  My  Friend,  their  Foreman  at  St.  Ellens  f  I 
hear  hath  a  Copy  of  it,  and  if  they  have  any  thing  to  fay,  no  doubt 
but  we  fhall  have  it ;  only  we  underhand  if  Forgery  was  in  me  Ca.e, 
it  was  one  of  their  own  beloved  Nephews,  that  unknown  to  the  1  any 
concern’d,  did  forge  it.  But  fuppofe  the  word,  pray  was  not  a  *e- 
ftimonial  forged  for  Mr.  Pendleberries  Batchelors  Degree  at  Cam¬ 
bridge,  notwithstanding  Mr.  O.  H.  mentions  it  «  rea| _!fj  ,hls 
And  doth  not  O.  H.  pretend  a  Promife  from  Bifhop  \\ llkins  to  his 
Brother  N.  H.  in  favour  of  the  Parfonage  of  Aughton,  two  Tears  after 
the  Bifhop  was  dead  ?  .  Good  Mr.  Friend,  did  IV.  C  or  enher  of  our 
Scotchmen  commit  worfe  Things  than  thefe  that  .  •  ^  ’ 

that  hath  his  Praife  in  fo  many  practical  Booby,  ^ 

him  >  p  4.  One  of  which,  according  to  the  Popilh  Doftrm,  tells 
ttefeveral  ways  that  Saints  above  may  underftand  our  Circumftances 
here  below,  Heav.  Conv.  p.  25.  Now  the  Papift  who  only 

pm  vs  to  the  Saints  to  pray  for  him  ,  on  Preemption  that  they  hear 
him  can  defire  no  mom  of  Mr.  O.  H.  than  he  has  granted  to  fupport 
him* in  his  Superftitious  Worlhip.  But  it  is  pleafant  to  hear  him  f.  L 
prove  That  the  Soul  is  a  Subftance ,  not  meer,  Accident  became  it  is 
Written  Prov.  6.  2.  The  Lord  weigheth  the  Spirits  He  would  have 
Ze  wdl  to  tell  us  what  Weight  a  Soul  was  of.  But  what  will  the 
Atheift  fav  to  this  ?  for  if  a  Soul  have  Weight ,  I  fear  it  will  bw  fo 
Matter  no  matter  for  that.  It  is  comfortable  Doflnn  to  fuch  Block- 
S  ;  V  Self  and  my  Friend  are  ;  for  if  Weight  proves  the  Sub- 
fiance  of  Souls,  then  the  heayieft  Souls  (fuch ; »  ou«  are; -re  the  mofi: 
fubftantial  Souls.  Commend  me  to  Mr.  O.H.  for  this.  Buttore.  . 
Have  I  not  reafon  to  enquire  of  what  Metal  my  Friends  Forehead  is 

?hHen&ith0U^  c'waTcototefbyThe  Bifop,  which  heCver 
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was  :  He  would  infinuate  a  Licence  to  another  Cure,  he  means  N. 
Chapped  which  he  never  had,  &e.  But  had  it  been  all  as  true,  as  ir 
is  notorioufly  falfc,  all  that  was  done  was  at  the  Importunity  of  the 
Presbyterian  Party ;  and  when  they  have  got  their  End,  they  would  (had 
it  been  pofiible)  have  flung  Dirt  inro  the  Face  of  him,  that  out  of  meer 
Condefceniion  was  willing  to  pleafe  them. 

This  puts  me  in  Mind  of  the  manner  that  the  faid  Party  treated  a 
Neighbouring  Vicar  ,  on  the  Indulgence  granted  in  the  late  King 
James's  time :  He  was  a  good  Man,  and  of  an  eafy  Temper,  which 
betraid  him  to  an  undue  Compliance  to  thofe  that  pretend  a  render 
Confcience ;  on  which  Account,  in  Compaffion  to  them,  he  was  (as  I 
hear)  prevail’d  with  to  Chriften  fometimes  a  Child  without  the  Sign  of 
the  Crofs ;  to  admit  fome  others  to  the  Lord’s  Supper,  though  they 
were  too  ftubborn  to  Kneel,  (the  two  Things  my  Friend  (ticks  at)  in 
hopes  by  gentle  Means  and  Compliance ,  in  due  time  to  reclaim  thefn 
from  their  Errors :  And  he  was  wonderfully  courted  by  them,  till  the  - 
late  King  James's  Indulgence  came  out ;  but  no  fooner  did  that  appear, 
but  they  flew  from  him  ;  and  when  he  endeavoured  by  Arguments  of 
this  Compliance  to  them  to  regain  them,  they  retorted  his  own  Argu¬ 
ments  upon  him  ,  and  upbraided  him  as  one  falfe  to  his  Oath,  and 
treacherous  to  the  Difciplineof  the  Church,  in  which  he  was  intruded 
a  Miniller ;  which  fo  far  feiz’d  the  meek  Man’s  Spirits,  that  it  was 
thought  to  fhorten  his  Days.  Such  Reward  do  they  meet  with,  that 
out  of  too  eafy  a  Compaffion,  comply  with  your  pretending  tender 
Confciences. 

The  next  Charge  that  I  am  made  unjuftly  to  lay  againd  Diffenters, 
is  that  of  Ignorance ;  and  the  Truth  is,  I  find  that  I  charge  them 
home  either  with  Ignorance  or  Negled,  in  that  being  call’d  to  a  Con- 
fult  to  determine  Whether  it  was  lawful  to  confer  as  Mr.  C.  did ,  with 
Satan,  they  gave  no  Judgment  againfl  it  :  Whence  I  inferr’d,  That  they 
were  cither  fo  Ignorant  that  they  could  not ,  or  fo  Carelcfs  that  they  would 
not  refolvc  the  Point ,  p.  5.  And  I  am  dill  of  the  fame  Mind.  But  if 
my  Friend  would  rather  have  them  Carelefs  in  Fuch  weighty  Matters, 
than  Ignorant  of  them,  he  (hall  have  it  after  him:  It  mud  needs  com¬ 
mend  their  Minrdry  wonderfully  to  the  World,  that  they  are  fo  very 
carelefs  Creatures  in  fuch  Important  Cafes.  I  charged  them  either  with 
Ignorance  or  Negligence,  (for  though  my  Friend  will  take  no  notice 
of  the  Latter,  led  his  Hand  flipuld  be  found  in  any  thing  to  anfwer  his 
Title,  to  be  Impartial,  yet  more  than  once  I  hinted,  that  that  as  well 
as  Ignorance  might  be  thecaufe  of  it)  in  not  difeerning  the  Numerical 
Quota  6oo,  in  the  Devils  pretended  Greek  Commiflion,  that  was  fi¬ 
gured  in  Arabic^  Cyphers,  to  argue  a  Cheat.  And  I  cannot  yet  abate 
one  Syllable  in  my  Charge,  let  my  Friend  value  his  Academick  and 
Arch-pedagogue  as  he  pleafeth.  As  for  the  red,  my  own  Learning, 
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I  am  like  to  be  content  with  it,  nor  need  I  envy  the  Academick, 
whilft  I  have  fuch  a  Stock  as  will  enable  me  to  di (cover  his  Slips. 
But  Ignorance  in  fome  Things  is  no  great  Fault ;  I  charged  them  with 
fomething  worfe  than  Ignorance,  ( vi%.)  An  Averfion  to  be  inftrutted, 
(Surey  Imp.  p.  60.)  for  when  they  had  feveral  Papers  that  they  did  not 
underftand  (where  they  confefs  their  Ignorance,  nor  do  I  think  it  any 
Shame  to  them,  they  being  writ  in  a  Foreign  Language ,  as  Mr.  C. 
fuppofeth)  they  would  not  communicate  them  to  the  perufal  of  others.  , 
whereby  feme  Difcovery  of  ZJfe  to  the  Public k  might  perhaps  have  been 
made.  And  let  my  Friend  herein  vindicate  them- if  his  Talent  will 
ferve  him.  On  one  Account  more  I  charg’d  Ignorance  on  the  Au¬ 
thors  and  Abettors  of  the  Surey  Demoniac\ ,  and  it  Was,  that  they 
fuffer’d  a  Female  Friend  to  pafs  by  the  Name  of  Jfhcoll \  A 

Man  all  over ,  p.  62.  Now  what  faith  my  Friend  to  all  thefe  In- 
ftances  ?  What  would  make  one  believe  they  had  his  Confent,  for  *cis 
nothing  at  all  but  a  profound  Silence. 

But ,  my  Friend ,  I  heartily  pity  your  Learned  Academick  and 
Arch-pedagogue  ,  that  have  chofen  fuch  a  Perfon  as  you  to  be  their 
Advocate  ;  for  had  they  never  betray’d  their  Ignorance  before ,  they 
have  now  made  it  manifeft  to  all  the  World  ;  for  I  have  an  Indid- 
ment  againft  you  my  Friend,  for  the  fame  Crime.  I  call  it  in  you  a 
Crime," which  I  did  not  in  them,  becaufe  yours  muft  be  an  affeded 
Ignorance  ;  and  go  ask  your  Academick  if  he  reads  but  Ethicks  to 
his  Pupils,  whether  even  there  he  doth  not  find  fuch  Ignorance  as  this, 
condemn’d  for  Guilty. 

My  Friend,  defirous  to  juftifie  the  Diffenters  in  their  Schifm,  tells 
us,  That  fome  of  them  cannot  thinly  it  lawful  for  any  Body  to  command 
Things  in  the  THorfloip  of  God  of  the  fame  Nature ,  Vfe,  Significancy 
and  End  with  Gods  own  Appointments ,  and  makes  them  necejfary  Terms 
of  Communion ,  p.  12.  This  is  my  Friend’s  firft  Argument  to  juftify 
the  Diffenters  in  their  Divifion  from  us.  My  Friend  either  knows  the 
Dodrin  of  the  Church  of  England  in  this  Point,  or  he  does  not  :  If 
he  doth  not,  *tis  grofly  affeded  Ignorance  in  him  to  aflert  this,  fince 
there  are  Books  enough  to  inform  him  better  :  If  he  doth,  ’tis  a  dam¬ 
nable  Scandal,  which  my  Friend  ought  to  repent  ot. 

But  they  fay  The  Crofs  about  Baptifm  is  fuch  an  Humane  Sacrament 
ib.  An  Humane  Sacrament !  there’s  a  Contradidion  in  the  very 
Terms.  Prithee  Friend  talk  Senfe,  or  don’t  pretend  to  be  an  Author. 
But  he  is  fo  weak  he  cannot  be  fatisfied  about  it ,  ib.  I  accept  of  his 
ConreiTion  ,  becaufe  it  proves  my  Charge  of  Ignorance  againft  him, 
though  I  wifh  at  the  fame  time, ’he  be  not  more  wilful  than  weak  ; 
for  he  that  could  find  the  Popifh  Word  Obfeffwn  in  Cap.  72.  might, 
if  he  had  pleas’d  ,  found  the  Crofs  in  Baptifm  to  be  no  Humane  Sa¬ 
crament,  (to  fpeak  in  the  Cant  that  he  learnt  from  I  know  who,  who 
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being  gene  to  give  an  Account  to  God,  (hall  not  be  call’d  to  an  Ac¬ 
count  by  me ,  as  W.  C.  is  by  my  Friend )  would  he  but  have  ccn- 
fulted  the  30th  Canon  -y  for  there  it  is  declared,  That  Baptifm  is  abfe- 
iutcly  perfcSi  without  it.  And  my  Friend  cannot  but  know  this,  tho’ 
he  infills  on  this  Obje&icn  ,  for  he  feems  in  his  4th  Reafon  to  refer 
to  this  Canon,  when  he  fpei.ks  of  the  Honourable  Badge,  wherein  the 
Jnfaut  is  dedicated  to  him  that  died  upon  the  Crofs ,  as  if  the  Canon  re¬ 
fer  d  to  the  Sign  of  the  Crofs ,  moi  e  than  Baptifm.  I  (hould  have  given 
this  malicious  Rehedlion  an  hard  Name,  but  that  I  pity  my  Friend’s 
Ignorance  ;  for  dedicate  among  other  Things  fignifies  to  deliver  up 
with  feme  Solemnity,  what  belongs  unto  another  ;  and  fo  the  Child 
by  the  Sign  of  the  Crofs  is  folemnly  dedicated  to  Chrift,  to  whom  he 
doth  belong  by  Baptifm.  In  the  fame  Canon  alfo  he  may  be  fatisfied, 
as  well  as  from  the  Preface  to  the  Common  Prayer  of  the  Cere¬ 
monies  ,  that  he  will  needs  fancy  that  we  had  them  from  the  Papifts , 
viz.  the  Crofs  in  Baptifm ,  Kneeling  in  receiving  Bread  and  Wine  ,  nay, 
and  the  very  Form  of  the  Common  Prayer ,  p.  5. 

I  wonder  he  doth  not  fay  our  Bible  too,  for  I  fear  we  had  it  from 
the  Papifls  alfo.  But  why  Kneeling  in  receiving  Bread  and  Wine  ?  My 
Friend  is  bewildred  as  my  Friend  Mr.  C.  was,  with  his  Mare  in  the 
oblong  Circle.  Do  the  Pa  pills  receive  Wine  in  that  Sacrament  ?  If 
they  do  not  ,  we  could  not  have  it  from  them.  But,  good  Reader, 
pardon  my  Friend,  his  PalTion  had  over-run  his  Wit.  And  to  requite 
the  Kfndnefs  I  void  let  you  kyiow  what  it  is  ,  that  he  hath  a  Mind  to  tell 
mein  my  Ear,  which  if  I  can  tell  how  to  anfwer,  he  will  thanks  me  for 
it,  p.  13.  And  %tis  this,  fome  of  them  thinly  it  hard  that  for  doing,  or 
endeavouring  to  do  ,  as  the  ApoJJlcs  did  at  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lords 
Supper  ,  they  fhould  be  peremptorily  denied  that  Ordinance.  And  ( O 
Jlrange  !  )  feme  Great  Ones  in  the  Church  have  vndertaken  to  prove  it 
Charity  to  exclude  them  ;  when  by  the  fame  Be  a  fen,  if  Chrift' s  Difciples 
were  now  on  Earth ,  and  did  as  they  did  even  in  the  Prefence  and  Appro¬ 
bation  of  their  Mafter,  they  muft  be  excommunicated,  lb.  A  fad  Story, 
if  it  be  true ;  but  the  Comfort  is  it  is  another  Inftance  of  my  Friends 
Ignorance  ;  for  when  ever  he  can  prove  that  the  Apoftles  at  the.  Infti- 
tution  of  the  Holy  Sacrament,  ufed  the  Pofture  that  the  Presbyterians 
now  do,  I  will  engage  that  our  Church  (though  bethinks  that  I  am 
oblig'd  not  to  endeavour  any  Alteration  of  Government  in  it,  p.  6)  (hall 
indulge  him  and  his  Brethren  in  the  capricious  Liberty  of  their  pre¬ 
tended  Confciences. 

But  is  not  that  an  excellent  Stroak  that  follows,  Some  of  them  fay 
the  Impcfmg  Terms  of  Communion  is  an  Invafion  of  Gods  Prerogative. 
And  that  it  is  an  ufurping  of  Authority  to  make  Laws  for  him  to  obey, 
with  an  annexed  Pe?ialty  cn  him  ;  for  he  fhall  cither  take  that  Wbrjhip 
which  they  have  cempofed  for  him  ,  or  he  floall  have  none  ,  &c.  p.  13,

Really  Friend  I  have  fometimcs  heard  Men  in  Jeft  fay,  That  the 
Parliament  was  Omnipotent ;  but  I  never  had  Reafon  to  believe  it 
till  now  ,  that  you  tell  me  They  have  made  Lam  for  God  Almighty  to 
obey,  with  a  Penalty  annexed  on  him.  You  are  a  pleafant  Spark  in¬ 
deed,  and  very  fit  to  be  an  Advocate  for  Diffenters.  For  tell  me  my 
Friend,  is  reading  Gods  Word  which  makes  up  fo  confiderable  a 
part  of  his  Worfhip  with  us  ?  Is  repeating  his  own  Commandment, 
profelTing  our  Chriftian  Faith  by  the  Apoltles  Creed  ,  and  addrefling- 
our  felves  to  him  in  his  beloved  Sons  own  Words,  mailing  Laws. for 
him  to  obey  ?  My  Friend  I  perceive  wants  a  little  of  my  Doctors  help , 
p.  7.  But  Goodman  Friend  ,  pray  tell  me  what  you  call  them  that 
make  God  to  be  Content,  with  whatever  comes  next  to  their  Tongues 
end  ;  that  will  not  be  at  the  Pains  to  Compofe  a  fober  Form  of  Wor¬ 
fhip  for  him,  but  too  often  Foam  out  their  own  Shame,  and  yet  are 
not  afhamed  to  Entitle  it  to  ,  but  will  needs  have  God  admit  it,  for 
the  Groans  of  his  Spirit  ?  To  clofe  this  Head  ,  if  thefe  be  the  lofty 
Notions  your  Academick  infufeth  into  his  Difciples,  I  thank  God  I 
have  no  Reafon  to  envy  his  Learning. 

The  laft  Charge  which  his  Title-page  bears ,  is  that  of  Knavery, 
but  fo  confcious  "is  he  that  he  cannot  acquit  them  of  it ,  that  in  his 
Book  he  drops  it.  In  fhort,  I  had  proved'  them  Guilty  of  that  which 
in  another  Cafe  might  have  coft  them  their  Ears,  and  it  was  wifely 
done  of  our  common  Friend  to  ftifle  the  Accufation. 

I  have,  I  hope,  juftified  my  Charge,  and  clear'd  my  felf  from  the 
Imputation  of  Injuftice  therein,.  And  indeed  eafily  I  might,  for  lo 
kind  was  my  Friend  that  on  a  Fourfold  Indictment,  he  did  not  pro¬ 
duce  one  Inftance  on  any  one  Head  againft  me  ;  I  was  therefore  forced 
to  fearch  my  own  Book ,  not  being  confcious  to  my  Self  of  any  fuch 
unjuft  Dealings.  And  I  hope  my  Reader  will  think  there  is  no  other 
Language  given  them,  than  what  Truth  on  one  Hand,  and  Fanaticifm 
on  the  other,  demanded  from  me. 

There  is  one  Thing  remains,  and  that  the  moft  plauftble  in  all  my 
Friends  Books ,  and  ’tis ,  That  I  have  charged  on  the  whole  Party 
the  Mifcarriages  of  a  few.  I  might  juftly  demand  what  they  mean 
by  a  Party  ?  For  are  the  Presbyterians  and  Independants  both  but 
one  Party  ?  I  won’t  tell  him  how  the  Pharifees  and  Scribes  made  but 
one  Party  againft  Chrift  ;  but  I  will  examine  how'  far  I  have  charged 
the  Body  of  Diflenters  in  general,  arid  what  Reafons  I  had  fo  to  do* 
Now  I  muft  ftill  obferve  as  before,  That  though  my  Friend  lay  this  to 
my  Charge  ,  yet  he  produceth  not  one  Inftance  of  it,  no  nor  his  Pe- 
dantick  Seconds  Baldwin  and  J  anew  ay  ;  and  if  the  Indictment  be  not 
proved,  I  think  of  courfe  it  fhould  be  quafh’d  :  But  that  the  World  may 
fee  more  into  this  Myftery,  I  proceed  to  inquire  how  far  I  charged 
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the  "Party  with  the  Mifca  triages  of  the  Perfons  concern’d  in  the  Surey 
Demoniac k-  I  have  examined  my  Anfwer  to  it,  and  can  find  but  one 
Place,  unlels  he  will  refer  hither  what  I  before  mentioned,  p.  3,  4. 
that  looks  that  way  ;  and  it  is  p.  6.  where  fpeaking  of  that  Sincerity 
that  is  requilite  in  Authors  in  Matters  of  this  Nature  ,  I  ufe  thefe 
general  Words,//  we  be  found  tripping  herein, wc  exprje  net  only  our  /elves 
but  cur  whole  Party  ;  especially  if  the  Leaders  of  them ,  as  in  the prefent 
Cafe ,  be  confpiring  with  us  to  promote  the  Intrigue.  Thefe  Words  a  fi¬ 
fed  not  any  one  Party  more  than  another,  but  might  have  been  re¬ 
torted  on  the  Church  of  England  had  any  Man  of"  Note  in  it,  been 
found  guilty  of  fuch  Tricks  as  the  Surey  Operators  were.  Perhaps 
becaufe  I  fpeak  all  along  in  the  Plural,  to  a  Number  of  Men  ,  they 
apply  my  Words  to  the  whole  Party  ;  but  that  is  very  unjuft,  for  no¬ 
thing  ought  to  be  enlarged  further  than  the  Circumftances  of  the  Sub- 
je&-  will  allow.  Now  I  had  to  deal  with  no  lefs  than  Fifteen  Dif- 
fenting  Minifters ,  Heads  of  the  Party  ,  that  were  one  way  or  other 
concern’d  in  the  Surey  Demoniac 1^:  There  were  no  lefs  than  about 
Fifty  Hearers  that  are  produced  as  Eye  or  Ear-witnefies  to  Atteft  the 
pretended  Truth  of  it,  in  all  about  Sixty  fix,  adding  the  two  Mini¬ 
fters  that  were  dead  fince  the  Tranfacftion  •  a  pretty  little  Conventicle  ! 
And  could  I  other  than  fpeak  of  thefe  People  in  the  Plural,  and 
Words  that  muft  imply  what  they  were,  a  Party,  and  I  think  a’confi- 
derable  one  too;  but  if  any  will  enlarge  my  Expreffions  to  them,  to 
the  whole  Body  of  Diffenters,  I  think  they  are  very  unjuft  to  me , 
fince  I  could  not  (fpeaking  to  fo  many)  write  otherwife  than  as  to  a 
Party.  But  I  know  the  Spirit  of  the  Men  I  have  to  deal  with,  hav¬ 
ing  laid  it  to  my  Charge  they  will  admit  of  no  Excufe,  but  plead  to  it 
I  muft. 

Then  open  your  Ears  my  Friend  ,  and  you  fhall  hear  what  might 
be  alledg’d  for  me,  were  your  Suggeftion  true. 

1.  Mr.  C.  tells  us,  This  Thing  was  not  done  in  a  Corner ,  Pr.  And  in 
one  Senfe  true  it  is,  for  he  gives  us  the  Names  of  Minifters,  not  only  in 
Lancafhire  but  out  of  To)\jhire,  that  aftifted  at  it  ;  fo  publick  was 
the  Matter. 

2.  He  tells  us,  Mr.  Baxter  was  de/irous  to  add  this  Narrative  to  his 
iate  Boo  ^  called  she  Id  or  Id  of  Spirits ,  Pr.  And  that  another  Reverend 
London  Divine  defired  that  it  fhould  be  printed ,  as  an  Appendix  to 
Mr.  Increafe  Mather’*  Bool called ,  A  further  Account  of  the  Trials  ef 
the  New  England  Witches,  A.  D.  1693.  '  Upon  which ,  faith  he,  much 
of  it  was  then  at  London,  for  the  fame  purpofe ,  as  is  declared  in  'an  Ad - 
vertifement  on  the  Back,  of  the  /aid  Books  Title-page ,  Pr.  If  this  be 
true  (and  if  it  be  nor,  let  them  fall  on  Mr.  C.  that  deceives  us).  This 
A df  of  Mr.  Baxter  is  fufficient  to  bear  it  felf,  the  weight  of  fuch  a 
Charge  ;  for  what  he  did  defire,  I  do  not  doubt  but  the"  Party  would 

own : 
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own :  But  here  is  alfo  another  Divine  urgeth  the  fame  ;  and  to  in¬ 
vite  the  Parties  to  make  it  publick,  Notice  is  given  of  it  by  an  open 
Advertifement.  But  to  go  on. 

3.  If  the  Party  difallowed  it,  why  did  they  not  cenfure  it  by  fome 
Overt-Ad:,  before  my  Impoftor  did  appear  ?  They  had  time  enough 
and  enough  to  have  declared  their  diflike  of  it,  and  ought  if  they 
took  it  to  be  a  Cheat,  to  have  called  Mr.  C.  to  an  Account  for  it.  But 
inltead  of  that ,  it  flies  ail  over  England  y  the  Party  glories  and  t ri — 
umphs  in  it,  in  fo  much  that  a  great  Man  among  them  was  not  afhamed 
to  declare,  "That  though  God  had  eftablifi)  d  the  Truth  of  Chriftian  Eeh- 
glen  many  Centuries  ago  by  Miracles ,  yet  he  was  pleas'd  of  late  to  vouch- 
fafe  a  new  one  in  favour  of  it ,  meaning  what  was  done  at  the  Surey. 
But  no  fooner  doth  my  Impoftor  appear,  but  the  Party  think  to  fave 
their  own  Bacon,  by  loading  my  Back.  And  what  muft  the  meaning 
of  this  be  ?  I  fuppofe  it  is  this.  They  refolved  to  wait  the  Strength  of 
my  Anfwer ;  for  had  I  not  given  the  World  full  Satisfadion  of  the 
Knavery  of  the  Matter  ,  there  had  mdft  certainly  been  a  Devil  at  the 
Surey,  and  Mr.  C.  had  been  a  Saint.  They  knew  that  I  was  about  it, 
for  I  had  given  them  fair  Warning  of  it  near  a  Year  before  their  De- 
moniack  was  printed  ;  yet  they  fat  fnug  and  ftill,  expeding  the  IfTue 
of  what  Evidence  I  could  produce,  on  the  confidence  of  this  Referve, 
That  if  I  proved  too  hard  for  them,  they  could  overthrow  me  with  a 
Cry,  That  I  charg  d  on  the  whole  Party  the  Mifcarriages  of  a  few. 
But  how  doth  my  Friend  clear  the  whole  Party  from  having  their 
Hands  in  it  ?  Why  he  is  much  f ur priced  that  a  Script  (as  drawn  up  by 
Mr.  C.)  and  fo  long  ago  cenfured  by  many  fiber,  grave  DiJJenting  Mini - 
flers ,  and  who  upon  his  Knowledge  ufied  their  Endeavours  to  have  it  fup~ 
proffid ,  and  thought  they  had  done  it ,  Jhould  yet  after  fome  Years  latency 
be  made  public 4,  p.  2. 

I  confefs  an  Ingenious  Friend  of  mine,  a  DifTenting  Minifter,  inti- 
mated  to  me  his  Endeavours  to  fupprefs  that  Pamphlet:  He  added  , 
That  the  Manufcript  was  lodged  in  Mr.  Alfip's  Hands ;  and  that  he 
fitting  by  the  Fire  with  him ,  and  difeourfing  about  it,  he  told  Mr. 
Alfip  he  hoped  he  would  not  let  that  Pamphlet  fee  the  Light.  No, 
faith  Mr.  Afip  ,  no  Light  but  this,  pointing  to  the  Fire.  This  was 
communicated  to  Mr.  Jolly  whilft  I  was  writing  the  Impoftor  ;  and 
what  faith  he  to  it  ?  You  fiiall  hear  in  his  own  Words,  for  I  have  his 
Letter  by  me,  and  then  let  the  World  judge  ;  and’they  are  thefe. 
Tou  are  informed  that  Mr.  Alfop  did  exprefs  his  Vnwillingnefs  that  the 
Surey  Eool^fhould  be  printed.  *  Indeed ,  as  I  alfi  was  credibly  in  form*  d , 
he  did  exprefs  his  Dijfatisfahfoon  concerning  the  faid  narrative ,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  uncor relied  Copy ,  and  before  he  faw  the  Affidavits  ;  but  after¬ 
wards  he  and  others  were  of  another  Opinion. 
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The  Sum  of  all  is  this;  here  are  Seventeen  Diffenting  Mmifters  m 
l  aHCafhire  and  Torkjhire  concerned  one  Way  or  other  in  ihe  Narrati  e 
of  th Tsurcy  Demoniac^:  Mr.  Baxter,  and  another  London  Divine  prefs 
one  ate  another  for  the  Publilhing  of  it  ;  Mr  Alfif  and  others 
l  which  may  be  the  whole  Party  except  one  Man  for  ought  I  know) 
are  brought:  over  to  the  fame  Opinion  ;  upon  which  the  Narrative  i 
printed  and  the  Party  in  general  are  wonderfully  proud  of  it,  extol 
nnd  ma’gnifie  it,  till  an  Anfwer  comes  out  that  expoleth  the  Impofture, 
-nd  then  of  a  hidden  they  draw  in  their  Horns,  and  would  gladly 
fculk  behind  the  Curtain.  But  how  delimits  they  are  even  yet  to 
have  it  believ’d  ,  I  (hall  in  the  Narrative  more  fully  difeover,  and 

th  And  had^he" Party  a  mind  it  (hould  be  condemn’d  for  a  Cheat  , 
,„W  makes  mv  Friend  here  and  there  to  nibble  at  what  he  thinks 
Tn  my  Book' ”Lbte  to  Exceptions  ?  Gladly  would  he  have  an- 
fwer’d  it  if  he  could.  And  all  my  Safety  is,  that  the  Dog  that  barks, 
though  he  would,  dare  not  or  cannot  bite.  He  had  a  Fling  at  m 
about  the  word  Obfejjion  no  lefs  than  thrice ,  and  much  he  got  by  it. 
What  hath  he  elfe  to  fay  ?  Why  he  Queries  what  I  have  to  charge  the 
Attefiors  to  the  Surey  Demoniack  mth :  Do  they  affirm  Dugdale  was 
poffiefs’d  or  difpoffiefs'd  >  He  confidently  denies  it ;  No  p-4-  and  tnere- 
upon  appeals  to  the  Teftimomal,  in  which  are  thele  Words  ,  Tha 
2c  fir  ale  Fit,  of  Richard  Dugdale  were  by  a  Diabol,  cal  Power,  ib. 
Was  he  not,  according  to  their  Judgment,  poiTeft  then  .  You  mult 
pardon  my  Friend,  for  he  freely  confelTeth,  1  hat  he  cannot  well  under¬ 
hand  what  is  meant  by  PoffcJJion  or  Obfeffiion  p  9.  ,  , 

J  Only  by  denying  it,  he  Iheweth  that  he  hath  a  good  Will  -  though 
he  wants  Undemanding,  to  clear  the  Diflenters.  But  my  Friend  is 
concern’d  that  I  (hould  fay ,  T hat  if  Dicky  was  a  Demoniac i  their 
prayers  did  not  benefit  him,  p.  24-  Arid  thence  he  makes  me  to  argue 
thus,  He  had  his  Fits  after  their  Praying  for  him,  therefore  their  Pray¬ 
ers  did  him  no  rood.  Now  this  is  my  Friend  s  Argument  and  none  of 
mine  •  for  I  have  examined  the  Page  he  refers  to ,  and  find  no  fuch 
a  l  ;n  jc  p  yet  he  goes  to  Ihew  his  Parts  in  arguing  againft 
his  own  Shadow ,  and  tells  a  long  Story  of  feme  Prayers  being  an- 
fwered  not  inftantly,  but  at  fome  diftance  of  time  .  And  what  then  . 
Becaufc  God  delays  the  Anfwer  of  fome  Prayers,  that  were  founded 
on  a  true  bottom  of  Devotion,  to  a  diftant  Seafon,  that  h.s  Wifdom 
and  Goodnefs  fees  mod:  proper  for  them  ;  therefore  Prayers  that  are 
founded  on  a  Cheat  and  Impofture,  as  thefe  at  the  Surey  were,  may  e 
anfwcred  fo  too.  Is  not  my  Friend  an  extraordinary  Divme .  Well, 
but  I  faid  their  Prayers  did  him  no  good.  The  Truth  is  Mr.  C.  tells 
us  p.  26.  That  Richard  faid  fo,  and  I  cannot  but  believe  him :  For 
if  I^lhouid  pray ,  That  the  Man  in  the  Moon  might  be  eafcctef  foe 
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Burden  on  his  Back,  I  fuppofe  he  would  find  little  Good  by  it.  Buz 
I  faid,  That  befor o.  March  25.  they  had  left  off  their  Fajling  and 
Prayers^  and  he  askj  how  I  knevo  it?  I  proved  it  from  Dugda'e  the 
Fathers  Information,  p.  56.  But  here  is  the  Thorn  that  hicks  in 
their  Side,  They  tell  us  they  kept  a  Faff  March  24,  16J0.  How  do  I 
anfwer  this?  Very  fatisfafforily ,  faith  my  Friend.  The  Narrator  hath 
the  Impudence  to  pretend  it,  and  Dicky  knew  nothing  of  it :  I  dcuht  this 
is  one  of  their  Sanctified  Lies,  p.  25.  I  lpoke  modeftly  if  I  faid  I  did 
But  doubt  it ;  for  the  Truth  is,  they  put  it  paid  all  doubt. 

The  Miniflers  had  left  him  (as  his  Father  tells  you)  the  Month  be¬ 
fore.  Richard  was  this  Day  abroad  at  Hindfield,  yet  they  pretend  not 
only  a  Faft-day  for  him,  but  as  if  they  had  been  with  him,  they  tell 
you  the  very  Words  that  Satan  fpake  to  Richard,  and  the  manner  how 
he  went  out  of  him  ;  which  is  fuch  a  notorious  piece  of  Fidlion,  as  no 
degree  of  Impudence,  fhort  of  what  Mr.  C.  and  my  Friend  are  Ma¬ 
ilers  of,  durft  venture  to  relate  or  juftify. 

His  next  Attempt  is  to  clear  Diffenters  from  a  natural  Tendency  to 
abufe  Sacred  Forms  of  Worfhip,  and  he  proves  it  is  not  natural  to 
them,  p.  25.  And  I  am  very  glad  to  hear  it  ;  for  though  the  Ethio¬ 
pian  cannot  change  his  Skin  ,  if  what  he  fay  be  true ,  there  is  fome 
Hope  that  in  due  time  thefe  Perfons  may  come  to  be  reconciled  to  a 
religious  and  frequent  ufe  of  the  Creed,  the  Lords  Prayer,  and  other 
Sacred  Forms  of  Worfhip,  which  I  fuppofe  will  not  be  much  for  my 
Friends  Advantage.  But  Richard’ s  finding  no  Benefit  by  the  Miniflers 
Attendance  on  him,  flicks  on  his  Stomach  ;  and  the  more  lo,  becaufe 
he  reads ,  That  they  were  erroneoujly  Religious  Offices  that  they  per¬ 
formed  for  him,  which  he  found  no  Benefit  at  all  hy,  p.  25.  Hereupon 
he  enquires  what  they  were  ?  Were  they  not  Fafting  and  Prayers  ? 
And  for  the  firfl  he  imagines  the  Diffenters  would  be  content  to  exclude 
that  for  an  erroneoujly  Religious  Worfhip,  their  Appetites  inclining  them 
to  folemnize  Good  Friday  with  a  good  piece  of  Roaft  Beef,  and  the 
Thirtieth  of  January  with  the  Referved  Relicks  of  their  Chriftmas  Pies; 
hut  that  Prayers  fhould  be  accounted  among  the  erroneoujly  Religious 
Offices,  will  not  found  well  in  Chrijlian  Ears,  ib.  AndrWhy  fo  ?  What 
doth  my  Friend  think  of  Prayers  to  Saints  and  Angels  ?  Why  thofe 
are  Popifh  Prayers ;  whereas  thefe  are  the  Prayers  of  honeft  Fanaticks. 
And  what  makes  them  erroneoujly  fo  ?  ib.  Was  it  becaufe  it  was  their 
Prayers  ?  Or  was  it  becaufe  it  was  not  a  Form  of  Prayer .?  See.  If  my 
my  Friend  will  have  it  with  a  becaufe,  it  was  becaufe  their  Prayers 
were  fometimes  very  wicked  :  Such  was  Mr.  Jolly’s  Prayer,  when  he 
prayed  God,  That  Satan  might  appear  to  be  in  thofe  that  did  not  believe 
him  to  be  in  that  young  Man,  meaning  Dicky,  p.  70.  And  fuch  I 
fuppofe  was  Mr.  C.’s  Prayer ,  though  he  hath  difguifed  it ,  wherein 
fome  Perfons  thought  that  he  turn'd  his  Speech  unto  Satan  in  the  midff 


of  Prayer,  Sur.  Dem.  p.  40.  And  another  Becaufe  is,  becaufe  both 
the  End  and  Ground  of  their  Prayers  were  Erroneous ;  they  were 
founded  upon  a  Cheat.,  and  tended  to  Superftition  •  and  if  they  were  as 
my  Friend  faith ,  conceived  in  a  Barn ,  ib.  it  was  the  fitted  Place  for 
them  to  be  begotten  in. 

And  this  brings  me  to  the  next  Infinuation,  which  he  thinks  had  been 
better  left  out  for  my  own  Sake ,  viz.  what  I  writ,  p.  62.  That  the  Neigh¬ 
bourhood  affirm  that  there  was  never  fuch  Whoring  heard  of,  .as  whiltt 
the  Miniflers  kept  up  their  Meetings ;  they  fcarce  being  able  to  go  into 
the  Fields ,  but  they  found  Men  and  Women  trading  almofl  under  every 
Hedge.  Had  this  been  true  (faith  hej  you  would  have  provd  it  by  In¬ 
flames  ;  but  by  this  may  be  guefsd  what  fort  of  Peop'e  you  traded  with 
for  Informations  ,  and  what  Credit  is  to  be  given  to  fuch  falfe  Tongues , 
p.  26.  The  People  I  traded  with  for  Informations  were  fuch,  that 
I  find  tho’  he  hath  a  good  Will,  he  dare  not  fo  much  as  deny  one  fingle 
Information  throughout  my  whole  Book;  and  for  this  Particular,  I 
refer  my  felf  to  the  Warrants  that  were  granted  out  on  Account  of 
the  Baftards  that  were  then  gotten ;  which  my  Friend,  if  he  will  pay 
the  Clerk  for  tranferibing  of  them,  fiiall  have  Copies  of.  And  had 
the  Primitive  Chriftians,  to  whom  (that  he  might  excufe  this  Play  of 
his  Lambs  together)  he  wickedly  makes  an  Allufion,  been  found  upon 
fuch  Evidence  guilty  of  fuch  Debauchery,  it  would  not  have  been  the 
putting  out  the  Candles,  that  would  have  conceal’d  the  Infamy.  But 
fuppofe  there  had  been  Mifcarriage  (as  he  againft  full  Proof)  will  hope 
there  was  not ,  mull  their  Meetings ,  Faflings,  Praying  and  Preachings  be 
the  Caufe  of  it  ?  Tes,  when  Tenterden-fteeple  is  the  caufe  of  Go  odwin- 
fands,  p.  16.  Now  this  had’been  well  enough,  had  my  Friend  had 
Wit  to  flop  here ;  but  fo  far  is  he  from  that,  that  in  the  very  next 
Words  he  gives  a  Reafon  why  by  Accident  it  was  fo.  And  is  not  this 
made  out  to  be  fo  (  faith  he )  in  Mr.  Ray’/  Book,  of  Proverbs,  or  fome - 
where  elfe  ?  8cc.  Juft  fuch  an  accidental  Caufe  was  the  Minifters 
Meetings  of  their.  Hearers  Whorings ;  only  by  the  by ,  my  Friend 
hath  fpoil’d  a  good  Story  in  giving  a  filly  Reafon  for  it ,  which  he  had 
not  from  Mr.  Bay,  tho’  he  quotes  him  for  it ;  for  Children  that  play 
at  atfting  Proverbs  ,  give  me  a  far  better  Account  of  it.  But  I  will 
tell  my  Friend  a  Story,  for  I  find  he  loves  them  :  There  was  one  Mr.  W. 
that  I  was  pretty  well  acquainted  with,  a  Diflenting  Minifter,  and  an 
honeft  Man  (as  the  Sequel  will  manifeft)  he  lived  when  I  went  to 
School,  about  a  Mile  and  a  half  diftantfrom  us  ;  and  on  Sunday- Even¬ 
ings,  when  the  Church-Service  was  over,  kept  a  Conventicle  at  his 
own  Houfe ,  whither  the  Neighbourhood  flock’d  in  great  Numbers, 
efpecially  in  Summer-Evenings ;  but  there  were  fo  many  Baftards 
got  in  their  return  Home,  as  I  am  credibly  inform’d,  that  he  found 
he  did  more  Hurt  than  Good  5  upon  which  he  left  the  Place,  and  I 

cannot 
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cannot  learn  that  he  ever  after  held  any  more  Night-Conventicles. 
And  thus  my  Friend  may  learn  how  Tenterdeft-fieeple  became  the 
Caufe  of  Good  win-lands. 

I  am  weary  with  anfwering  my  Friend’s  Impertinences,.  who  con¬ 
cludes  like  a  Wafp  with  a  Sting  in  the  Tail,  by  which  he  meant  to 
fling  the  Eftablilh’d  Church,  p.  27.  But  fo  grofs  is  the  Mifreprefenta- 
tion,  that  one  may  be  tempted  to  believe,  that  himfelf  is  as  blind  as 
X obit  was ;  and  fo  much  the  more,  becaufe  he  is  wilful  and  fpiritual, 
fuch  as  the  Pbarifees  was  ,  whereas  the  other  was  natural  and  acci¬ 
dental.  For  would  this  Man’s  Prejudice  fuffer  him  to  fee,  he  would 
never  have  bid  me  as l my  Ingenious  Dr.  R.  Whether  a  Preternatural 
Di (temper ,  that  had  continued  f  o  long  ,  could  be  cured  at  the  firfl  Dofe , 
p.  26.  For  Dr.  'Chew’s  Certificate,  to  which  he  refers,  is  thus  :  I  ad- 
miniftred  him  Phifiek  at  Whalley  ,  March  25th  1690.  which  I  than £ 
God  had  good  Succefs ,  for  that  afterwards  cbferving  my  Directions ,  he 
never fincc  had  any  more  Fits  ,  Sur.  Imp.  p.  5 6.  Now  tell  me  Good¬ 
man  Friend ,  If  following  his  Directions  afterwards  ,  imply  but  One 
Dofe,  with  all  the  Spectacles  you  have  ?  p.  1 9.  I  find  you  either  can¬ 
not  or  will  not  read  right. 

There  are  fome  other  little  Things  which  occur  in  your  Book,  that 
fhouid  I  pafs  them  over,  tho’  they  are  nothing  to  the  purpofe,  you 
may  flatter  your  felf  you  are  in  the  right  of  them ;  fuch  is  your  goodly 
Notion  of  going  to  St.  Ellens  Chappel ,  where  a  Dijfenting  Minifler 
treacheth,  and  hath  it  you  fay  by  Law ,  (more  Shame  for  thofe  that  gave 
it  him,  for  theirs,  I  fear,  is  the  greater  Sin)  and  fo  you  divide  not 
from  a  Church  eftabliftid  by  Law ,  p.  12.'  Now,  not  to  take  notice  that 
this  Argument,  was  it  brought  into  the  Form  of  a  Syllogifm,  would 
have  four  Tfcrms  in  it  ,  fuch  a  goodly "Logician  is  my  Friend  ;  I  al¬ 
ways  thought  that  a  Toleration  had  been  quite  another  Thing  from 
Legal  Eft ablifkment  ;  but  in  my  Friends  Conceit  it  is  not:  The  Qua¬ 
kers  need  only  to  alfume  the  Presbyterian  Impudence ,  and  invade 
one  of  our  Confcerated  Chappels,  and  get  it  Licens’d,  (and  there  are 
ways  to  make  Friends)  and  then  according  to  my  Friends  deep  Learn¬ 
ing,  They  will  not  divide  from  a  Church  eftablijh’d  by  Law.  Tell  it  not 
in  Gath.  Yet  he  hopes  that  no  greater  a  Crime  than  for  us  to  have  had  an 
VnconCecrated  Chappel  by  Force ,  p.  12.  This  might  have  been  a  Fling 
of  my  Friend  G.  who  if  he  fpeaks  of  a  Chappel,  can  fcarcely  fpeak 
a  Word  of  Truth.  The  Chappel  hinted  at  (for  I  fuppofe  ’tis  Hindley , 
and  theStraak  is  levell’d  at  the  Bilhops  Head,  and  not  the  Curate’s) 
"was  in  our  quiet  Polfeflion  ever  fince  the  Reftoration  of  our  Le&ures, 
till  the  Dilfenters,  whilft  the  Incumbent  was  alive,  forc’d  in  upon  it, 
and  wrefted  it  out  of  our  Hands  :  And  if  the  Right  Honourable  the 
Chancellor  of  the  Dutchy  hath  not  relieved  the  Bilhop  under  this 
Oppreflion  (which  at  my  writing  hereof  I  hear  nothing  of,  notwith- 
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{landing  this  faldy  pretended  Force  of  ours)  ’tis  at  prefent  in  their 
Pofleftion  j  fuch  Confidence  do  thefe  Men  make  of  what  they  fay  or 
write. 

He  hath  another  Fling  at  Bfthops  upon  account  of  the  largenefs  of 
their  Diocejfes ,  p.  18.  But  he  would  do  well  to  confider  whether  he 
doth  not  by  this  fpit  in  the  Face  of  Chrill  ,  and  his  Apoftles,  whofe 
Oecumenical  Provinces  were  fomething  larger,  than  the  largelt  of  our 

Diocefles. 

His  next  Stroak  is  at  the  Body  of  the  Clergy,  who  ('Nero-like)  he 
could  wilh  had  but  one  Head ,  for  then  he  could  ftrike  it  off  with 
this  one  Blow  ,  A  general  Practice  of  Praying  in  the  late  Reign,  That 
it  may .  pleafe  thee  to  keep  and  Jhcngthen  in  the  true  worfhipping  of  thee, 
in  Right eoufnrfs  and  Holinefs  of  Life,  thy  Servant,  our  mofi  gracious  King 
and  Governour ,  p.  19.  Now  was  not  his  hVorfhip  Idolatrous  ?  Sec.  Now 
are  the  Mans  Eyes  in  his  Head ,  or  hath  he  put  on  his  Spectacles  ? 
What  did  we  pray  for  ?  That  God  would  keep  and  ftrengthen  in  the 
true  wor (hipping  of  him  in  Righteoufnefs.  And  is  Popery  fuch  a  Mafs 
of  Idolatry  ,  that  there  is  no  piece  of  true  Worfhip  in  it  ?  Do  they 
not  worfhip  God  ,  through  the  Interce/Iion  of  Chrift  Jefus ,  though 
they  join  other  Mediators  with  him  ?  And  was  not  that  that  true 
Worfhip  that  we  prayed  God  to  keep  and  ftrengthen  him  in  ,  as  the 
beft  Means  to  reclaim  him  from  the  other  ?  My  Friend  I  perceive 
is  very  blind  ,  and  then  though  his  Hand  be  never  fo  Impartial ,  his 
Feet  may  chance  to  run  him  into  a  Ditch  ;  and  that  is  fomething, 
worfe  than  the  Jaundice,  which  fince  the  DoClor  could  not  difeover 
in  me,  my  Friend  hath  ;  for  it  feems  I  faid  thefe  diminutive  Slaves 
the  Diff enters  are  Phiralifis ;  and  if  fo ,  he  will  never  ex  cufe  them  from 
Ambition ,  and  Pride,  and  Covetoufnefs  ,  nor  from  being  Self-condemned , 
p.  20.  a  Charge  fouler  by  far  than  what  I  am  made  to  lay  againft 
them.  But  how  doth  my  Friend  acquit  them  from  it  ?  He  doth  not 
fo  much  as  deny  it,  fuch  an  able  Advocate  have  they  got  of  my  Friend. 
But  all  that  he  faith  is,  He  will  unriddle  the  Diffenters  Pluralities ,  ib. 
And  fo  he  goes  on  to  give  fome  Reafons  why  they  hold  them,  as  there 
is  no  Man  but  can  give  Reafons  (  and  betrer  than  his  too  )  why  he 
holds  Pluralities,  Thus  he  leaves  them  by  his  own  Sentence  upon 
them ,  guilty  of  Ambition ,  Pride ,  Covetoufnefs  and  Self-condemnation. 

But  let  us  examine  his  Reafons ;  and  the  Firft  is,  For  the  Conveni¬ 
ence  of  the  fame  People  and  Congregations ,  that  fome  of  them  may  have 
lefs  way  to  go  one  Day ,  and  others  another  Day,  p.  21.  Do  you  intend 
this  for  a  Reafon  in  good  earneft  Friend  ?  I  know  one  of  your 
Preachers  that  hath  a  Run  of  Fifteen  Miles  long ;  and  another  that 
hath  a  Round  of  near  Thirty  Miles  Compafs ;  and  have  not  the 
Congregations  a  great  Convenience  in  having  lefs  way  to  go  after  them 
one  day  than  another.  ■  '  * 

His 
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His  other  Reafon  is  no  better,  (2.)  There  is  another  Miflery  in  it ; 
there  are  a  fort  of  Eccleflaftic a l  Officers  mentioned ,  Can.  138.  The fe  are 
hungry  Beafls  of  Prey ,  &c.  and  the  only  way  to  fccure  the  poor  innocent 
Sheep  and  Lambs  from  their  Guts ,  is  the  Guard  of  a  Recorded  Houfe , 
p.  2r.  fie  it  fo  !  All  that  I  fhall  fay  is ,  They  have  more  of  thofe 
Guards  in  this  one  County  of  Lancafhire ,  than  the  King  hath  Caftles 
in  all  his  Three  Kingdoms.  And  now  the  Miftery  is  unriddled ,  p.  22. 
Pluralities  they  have,  and  Pluralities  they  will  have. 

And  thus  I  have  anfwered  my  Friend  ,  Whether  it  be  with  Pride 
and  Pajfon  ,  uncharitable  Cenfures  and  unjuft  Inferences  ,  with  fupeffii- 
ticus  Scorn ,  Approach  and  invidious  [{efieilions,  and  unchrifiian  Surmi- 
fes,  and  worfe  than  JefFerian  Innuendos,  p.  2.  or  p.  3.  with  fpiteful  I{e- 
prefentations ,  invidious  Charge ,  much  Spleen  and  [{age.  Mire  and  Dirt , 
little  Tricks  and  Mifprefentations  of  Things,  and  confident  Misjudging 
and  fVier-drawijig  every  Pajfage  to  the  worfi  Senfe,  8c c.  I  expert  my 
Friend  fhould  tell  me  in  his  next.  Had  I  really  been  guilty  of  fuch 
Billingfgate  Language  as  this  is ,  which  I  cannot  find  that  I  am;  Tet 
thou  fart  inexcufable ,  O  Man ,  whofoever  thou  art  that  judgefl  ;  for  where¬ 
in  thou  judgefl  another  ,  thou  ccndemneft  thy  felf •  for  thou  that  judgefl 
deft  the  fame  Things.  The  Truth  of  the  Matter  is  thus. 

The  Narrative  of  the  Surey  Demoniac f  was  fraught  with  fo  many 
Legends  and  Forgeries  ,  fuch  Prophanations  of  Holy  Scripture,  and 
( if  not  Blafphemous )  Enthufiaftical  Prefumptions  upon  God  and  Reli¬ 
gion,  that  it  was  not  poiTible  for  any  one  to  expofe  the  Villany  of  it  ; 
but  he  mu  ft  be  conftrained  (if  he  would  not  call  Darknefs  Light,  and 
Evil  Good)  to  make  fuch  Reflections  upon  them,  as  could  he  be  other- 
wife  juft  to  the  Truth,  he  would  be  willing  to  forbear.  Some  Mens 
Adtions  are  fo  very  black ,  that  the  naming  of  them  is  a  Pveproach 
unto  them  ;  of  this  Nature  were  thofe  at  Surey,  which  are  fo  far  from 
being  capable  of  being  covered  with  the  Sp  rit  of  Meeknefs,  that 
St.  Paul  in  the  like  Cafe  chargeth  us  to  Bpbuke  them  fharply ,  Tit.  1.13. 
For  the  Mouths  of  fuch  unruly  and  vain  Talkers  and  Deceivers,  mufl  be 
flopped,  v.  10,  11.  He  makes  it  a  Duty  incumbent  on  our  Function, 
They  mufl  be  flopped :  And  he  countenanced!  it  with  his  own  Example, 
telling  the  Crctians  in  as  plain  Language  as  any  my  Friend  meets  with 
in  the  Surey  Imp  oft  or  ,  That  they  were  Liars ,  bruit  Be  aft  s  ,  and  la^y 
Gluttons ,  d?yii,  v.  12.  And  doth  our  Saviour  fmooth 

up  the  Pharifees  ( a  Generation  that  you  fufpett  your  felves  may  be  com¬ 
pared  to,  p.  6.  fuch  is  the  Force  of  a  guilty  Confcience,  doth  he  footh 
them  up)  in  their  Sins,  by  fofr  Words  and  oily  Language  ?  I  hope  he 
was  all  Condefcenfion,  and  Meeknefs,  and  Humility,  and  yet  I  find 
him  roundly  calling  the  Pharifees,  Children  of  the  Devil ,  Fools,  and 
blind  Hypocrites  ,  and  a  Generation  of  Creatures  poifonous  as  Afpers . 
Doth  he  not  refemble  Herod  to  a  Fox  ?  And  reprimand  one  of  his  own 
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Difciples,  who  out  of  a  miftaken  Kindnefs  difluaded  him  from  laying 
down  his  Life  an  Offering  for  Sin ,  with  no  gentler  a  Rebuke  than 
of  Satan,  Mat.  16.  23.  For  ought  I  fee,  St.  Paul ,  nay  the  blefled  Jc- 
fus,  fince  they  reprove  Mens  Sins,  in  fuch  Language  as  this,  may  fall 
under  the  fame  Rebuke  of  my  Friend ,  that  the  Lancafhire  Levite 
doth.  For  what  hath  he  done  ?  He  hath  found  Men  guilty  of  wicked 
and  fcandalous  Prophanenefs,  and  that  a&ed  under  the  fpecious  Pre¬ 
tences  of  Religion  and  God’s  Worlhip,  which  railing  in  him  out  of  a 
Zeal  for  Gods  Glory ,  a  juft  Indignation,  he  hath  Signified  it  to  the 
World  with  fuch  becoming  Animadverfions,  as  the  foul  nets  of  the 
Crime  unavoidably  required  of  him.  This  is  all  that  he  hath  done. 
Yet  there  is  an  Outcry  of  Popery,  Superfiition ,  Ignorance  and  Knavery, 
unjuftly  charged  by  him  'on  the  Diffenters.  And  fuppofe  this  was 
true,  will  that  juftifie  them  for  abufing  the  World  with  fuch  a  Rapfody 
of  Superftition  ,  as  the  Legend  of  the  Surey  Demoniac 4  doth  contain  ? 
Some  Men  are  unwilling  to  repent ,  and  pretend  another  Mans  fup- 
pofed  Crimes  to  attone  for  their  own  wilful  Prevarications.  The 
Surey  Demoniac 4  with  all  the  Lies  and  Forgeries,  the  Hypocrify  and 
Enthufiafm  that  it  comprehends,  is  to  be  forgotten  and  forgiven  ;  be- 
caufe  a  Lancafhire  Levite  is  by  the  Party  pretended  to  accufe  them 
unjuftly  of  Popery ,  Superfiition ,  &c.  This  is  the  way  that  our  Dif¬ 
fenters  have  of  anfwering  Books  that  are  unanfwerable. 

But  here  they  fhall  not  fo  efcape  :  Janeway ,  faith  the  Demoniac 4,  is 
not  to  be  had ;  and  my  Printer  tells  me  the  Impoftor  is  very  fcarce, 
1  will  therefore  oblige  my  Friend  and  the  World  with  prefenting  him 
with  an  Hiftorical  Account  of  the  Surey  Impofiure ,  and  the  Deport¬ 
ment  of  the  Diftenters  therein,  together  with  their  Endeavours  to  have 
it  credited  and  owned  for  a  Miracle ,  fince  the  Knavery  of  it  was 
difeovered.  And  this  comes  before-hand  to  acquaint  my  Friend  that 
in  a  few  Weeks  he  may  exped:  it. 


POSTSCRIPT. 

CInce  my  Papers  were  fent  away,  thefe  two  following  Letters  came  to 
^  my  Hands,  which  in  Juft  ice  to  the  Right  Reverend  my  Lord  Bi- 
Ihop  of  Cheficr ,  to  Mr.  Gr.  and  indeed  the  whole  World,  that  they  may 
underhand  what  Credit  is  to  be  given  to  fome  Mens  Pens,  and  how 
tender  their  Confciences  are  in  bearing  Falfe-witnefs ,  I  thought  my 
felf  obliged  to  publifh.

APter  my  humble  Service  prefented  to  your  Worfhip ,  this  is  to  fatisftc 
T*  you ,  That  I  fully  acquainted  my  Lord  Bifhop  of  Chefter  with  Mr. 
Gray\f  Carriage  formerly  ( before  he  voas  admitted  to  be  Curate  at 
Mottram) ;  T he  Crime  then  laid  to  his  Charge  was  for  having  his  Wife 
with  Child  before  he  Married  her ;  any  thing  more  of  any  other  evil  Car¬ 
riage  I  had  no  Knowledge  of:  And  if  he  be  any  othcrwife  reflcclcd  upon, 
Ifuppofe  it  is  by  fome  Perfons  who  are  troubled  to  fee  our  Congregation  at 
Mottram  increafe  and  flouri/h,  and  arc  afraid  iheir  Meeting-places  will 
decline  ;  for  I  have  obferved  that  formerly ,  when  fome  debauched  Perfcn 
or  weal ^  Mini  ft  er  ferved  the  Place  ( and  fo  a  very  fmall  Congregation ) 
then  there  was  but  little  Reflehlion  $  but  now ,  by  the  Mercy  of  God,  and 
the  Care  of  my  Lord  Bifhop  for  us ,  we  have  this  Mr.  Gray,  a  very  able 
Minifter ,  and  one  exemplary  in  his  Life  and  Ccnverfation ,  and  well  re- 
fpeSled  and  reputed  of  by  the  Parifhioners  and  the  Neighbourhood ,  (ex¬ 
cept  by  fome  difaffefted  Perfons  who  reflect  on  him ,  for  conforming  to  the 
Church  of  England);  for  although  he  left  off  Preaching  at  Tinftwiile 
upon  the  Crime  before  mentioned  ,  yet  he  was  admitted  to  Preach  at 
Thirsk,  by  the  Diffenting  Party ,  for  fever  al  Tears  laft  pa  ft,  and  not  ih 
the  leaft  refteSled  againft ,  until  he  had  a  defign  for  Mottram,  and  Con¬ 
formity  (  but  we  have  great  reafon  to  blefs  God  for  fuch  a  Minifter)  $ 
and  as  for  thofe  that  are  offended  to  fee  a  great  Congregation  at  Mottram, 
(which  I  hope  will  ftill  encreafe)  I  pray  God  turn  their  Hearts.  And  fo  I

Nay,  lb  fair  is  the  Gentleman  himfelf,  that  he  gives  a  full  Account 
of  the  Matter,  in  this  following  Letter,  to  a  worthy  Friend  of  his. 

SIR,  Godley,  Feb.  7th,  1697. 

/Have  feen  your  Letter ,  and  am  greatly  affixed  with  thofe  Calumnies 
which  fome  unquiet  and  contentious  Breaft  hath  belched  out  againft 
unhappy - — —  but  efpecially  that  fo  Worthy,  Reverend  and  Pious  a  Di¬ 

vine,  as  my  Lord  Bifhop  of  Chefter  Jhould  be  groundlefty  ftrucl (.  at,  and 
reflehed  upon  for  my  fake.  That  the  Truth  may  be  fully  kiiown,  I  /hail 
give  you  a  particular  Account  of  what  I  have  been,  and  done,  for  fome 
Tears  paft.  About  December  1691.  I  began  to  teach  School  at  Hefield, 
(about  5  Miles  from  Mottram)  where  I  was  not  fuffered  to  teach  long 
becaufe  of  my  Nonconformity.  The  Summer  following  (upon  the  earneft 
Entreaty  of  fome  leading  Diffenters)  l  confented  to  enter  upon  the  Mim- 
flry  and  accordingly  Preach'd  thrice  at  Wood-head  Chappet ;  hnmedi- 
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(  2 6  y* 

ately  after  which  l  was  called  to  Tintwiflc,  where ,  as  a  DijJ enter ,  I  con¬ 
tinued  to  Preach  till  near  May-day,  1693.  At  which  time  floe,  who  is 
now  my  Wife  ,  proving  with  Child ,  I  gave  over  Preaching ,  and  went 
from  them  :  They  floon  underftanding  the  Caufe  of  my  departure ,  wrote 
after  me,  flo  Hi  citing  my  Return:  ZJpcn  my  Return  my  former  Hearers 
flocking  to  me,  defined  me  to  continue  my  public  If  Labours  among  them , 
which  I  peremptorily  denied  to  do  ,  without  the  Conflent  of  the  Neigh¬ 
bouring  Diffenting  Minifters.  Hereupon  the  Minifters  affemblcd  together 
at  Stockport,  and  there  they  gave  it  againfl  me ;  (which,  I  conceive,  is 
that  they  mean  by  being  caft  out  of  the  Church).  Then  leaving  my  Wife 
for  a  time  at  He  field,  I  went  to  York,  and  by  a  Friend  obtain'd  a  Li¬ 
cence  to  teach  School  in  that  City  ;  (this  was  about  October,  1693.) 
February  following  Mr.  Brooks,  a  Diffenting  Miniftcr,  being  to  leave 
Thirsk  (a  Market-Town  18  Miles  from  York)  and  having  flome  former 
Kyiowledge  of  me,  came  and  defer  d  me  to  fupply  Thirsk  one  Lords  Day , 
which  (after  frequent  Solli  citations)  I  confented  to  do  :  After  I  had  offici¬ 
ated  one  Day,  I  was  importun'd  by  his  Letter  for  a flecond  and  third  (which 
Letters  I  have  ft  ill  by  me).  He  not  returning  to  them ,  they  made  choice  of 
me  for  their  Miniftcr ,  where  I  continued  3  Tears  and  an  half  before  l 
came  to  Mottram ,  no  one  all  that  time  divulging  any  thing  of  my  Mif- 
carriage  before  Marriage.  But  no  fooner  do  they  hear  of  my  Conforming 
to  the  Church  of  England,  and  my  drawing  feme  of  their  Number  from 
them  to  the  Church,  but  a  loud  Cry  muff  be  raifed  again  ff  me,  and  again  ft 
my  Betters.  Had  I,  mftead  of  Conforming ,  publicity  maintain'd  that 
uncharitable  Opinion  of  the  moil  rigid  Separatifts,  That  God  is  not 
worfhiped  by  the  Liturgy,  that  the  Miniftration  by  the  Liturgy  is 
Poifon,  I  might  ftill  have  lived  quietly  without  Difturbance,fo  that  it's  to 
be  feared  there  is  more  Malice  than  Matter  ;  and  that  whatever  is  pre¬ 
tended,  yet  it  is  chiefly  for  my  Conformity  that  I  am  accus'd  cenfur'd  and 
condemn'd  with  flo  much  Bitterncfls,  and  expos'd  as  a  Reproach  of  Men , 
and  a  PVcnder  to  many.  Befides  the  Miflcarriage  already  mentioned  (for 
which  I  can  never  be  enough  humbled)  I  am  not  conflcious  of  any  thing 
they  have  again  ft  me,  and  with  that  my  Lord  was  fully  acquainted  before 
my  Ordination  :  His  Lordfhip  flaw  alflo  my  Certificate  from  the  Vniver- 
flity ,  witneffmg  my  Proficiency  and  orderly  Demeanour  whilft  there  4  Tears  ; 
and  received  another  Certificate  under  the  Hands  of  worthy  Divines  of  the 
Church  of  England,  t  eft  i flying  the  Inofflenftvenefls  of  my  Demeanour  during 
my  continuance  at  Thirsk,  with  which  my  Lord  was  fully  fatisfied  ;  and 
which  will  clear  his  Lordfhip  from  the  unjuft  Calumnies  of  the  Malevolous 
and  Malicious.

I  before,  for  Reafons  given,  fufpe&ed  my  Friend  ro  be  a  Socinian, 
I  wilh  he  do  not  alfo  prove  a  Novatian.  I  fuppofe  he  efteems  him- 
feJf  a  Puritan ;  and  this  is  Puritanifm  with  a  Witnefs  (for  the  Nova- 
tians  proudly  call  thcmfelves,  as  others  have  done  fince  K. Puri¬ 
tans)  that  will  not  allow  Men  the  Benefit  of  that  Repentance  that 
ChrilVs  Forerunner  began  to  preach,  and  which  the  Apoftles  did 
publilh  over  the  World.  The  Inceftuous  Corinthian ,  i  Cor.  5.  1. 
(bating  that  be  was  not  a  Renegado  from  the  DifTenters,  a  Crime  which 
my  Friend,  though  he  have  Charity  enough  to  venture  a  Prayer  for 
one  that  had  finned,  the  Sin  againft  the  Holy  Ghoff,  p.  1  5.  would 
fcarce  I  believe  venture  a  Prayer  for  the  Inceftuous  Corinthian )  was, 
I  conceive,  full  as  guilty  as  the  Renegado  Scotchman.  Now  if  he  was 
one  of  their  Minifters,  as  fome  of  the  moft  learned  of  the  Fathers  think 
he  was,  I  wonder  what  Rebuke  my  Friend  would  have  had  for  Saint 
Paul ,  who  on  his  Repentance,  commands  them  ,  To  forgive  him ,  and 
comfort  him,  and  confirm  their  Love  towards  him,  2  Cor.  2.7,  8.  I  read 
thus,  Brethren ,  if  a  Man  he  overtaken  in  a  Fault ,  ye  which  are  fpiritual 
reft  ore  fuch  an  one  in  the  Spirit  of  Meeknefs  ,  confidering  thy  felf ,  left 
thou  alfo  be  tempted ,  Gal.  6.  1.  I  will  not  reflect  upon  my  Friend, 
tho’  if  he  be  a  Man  named  to  me,  ’tis  fuppofed  he  is  as  much  as  the 
Scotchman  interefted  in  the  Lenity  of  this  Canon :  But  I  will  give 
him  fome  Tines  of  a  Letter,  which  was  alfo  fent  to  me  fince  my  Anfwer 
went  for  the  Prefs.  I  hear  (faith  my  Correfpondent)  from  pretty  good 
Hands ,  that  the  Academy  in  the  North  have  the  fir  ft  Bleffing  of  God  upon 
Man  among  them ,  Gen.  1.  28.  Neither  he  nor  I  can  yet  lay,  ahis  is 
true,  tho’  in  a  fhort  time  we  poftibly  may  give  my  Friend  a  better* 
Account  of  it  :  But  if  it  be  found  true,  pray  tell  me,  will  you  admit 
the  Criminal  to  Ordination  ,  or  will  you  not  ?  If,  let  him  repent 
never  fo  fincerefy,  your  refolve  that  you  will  not,  I  muff  ask  you  from 
St.  Paul ,  in  the  Cafe  aforefaid,  fVhether  you  be  not  Ignorant  of  Satan  s 
Devices  ?  v.  11.  If  you  do,  pray  what  hadi  the  B  fhop  of  Chefter 
done,  that  your  felves,  in  the  fame  Circumftances,  will  not  do  ?  But  If 
remember  what  my  Friend  faith,  1  fee  One  may  better  fteal  a  Horfe , 
than  Others  look  over  the  Hedge ,  p.  5 . 

I  would  ask  my  Friend,  fince  it  is  his  Choice  rather  to  be  Ludicrous 
than  Scurrilous ,  p.  28.  (as  if  ’twas  neceflary  that  he  muft  be  one) 
whether  he  hath  anfwer’d  his  Pretences  ?  I  have  heard  of  fome  whofe 
Sport  it  is  to  do  Mif chief ;  and  1  find  my  Friend  efteems  Scurrility  a 
Ludicrous  Matter,  and  would  rob  a  Man  of  his  good  Name  in  a  [eft. . 
I  fee  again  my  Friend  conceals  his  Name  ;  he  was  afraid  our  [efts 
lhould  have  been  as  broad  on  him ,  as  his  are  upon  others.  But  I 
am  not  at  prefent  difpos’d  to  be  Ludicrous  either  in  this  way 
or  any  other ,  elfe  I  would  have  ask’d  my  Friend,

the  Sure?  Devil  did  not  go  cut  by  Quarters  and  Halves ,  as  his  merry  Pa- 
fifts  Story  is ,  now  a  Legy  then  an  Arm ,  See.  p.  2 6.  fince  the  Mini¬ 
sters  were  near  a  Year  a  playing  the  Men-Midwives  to  him  ?  And 
whether  fuch  DifpofTedion  as  this  looks  like  thofe  of  the  Demoniacks 
in  the  Gofpel  ?  Whether  they  that  fay  Here's  a  Devil ,  or  they  that  fay 
Here's  no  Devil ,  ought  to  give  the  Characters  of  him ,  pi  27.  for  I  think 
they  that  fee  him,  or  fmell  him,  are  the  fitted:  to  do  it.  How  the  Difi ■ 
/enters  by  talking  to  Satan  in  Latin  or  Greeks,  would  have  been  any  more 
unfanftified  Lyars  (as  he  pretends  they  would,  ib.)  tHtn  they  were, 
by  talking  to  him,  in  Englifii  ?  Thefe,  with  other  Inconveniences  of  the 
fame  Nature  ( to  cover  the  Dulnefs  of  my  Ludicrous  Friend)  are  de¬ 
signedly  paft  over  in  Silence,  left  the  Reader  Should  be  as  weary  as 
the  Writer  is. 
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
